At 12.05 a.m. a lady belonging to tho House digcovered 
a fro in room No. 91, and on tho door belng barat open, 
tho bed and bedding were found ino blaze. The damea 
Were soon got ander by emptying the pitchers from the 
Aisforont room» upon thom, and no furtber damngo was 
dono than the destruction of the bed and bedclothes. 
Tho bed was found to have boon out open, tho inovita- 
ble bottle of phosphorus harinys hoon placed in tho mid- 
lo of ft, ‘Tho room was occupied by & man rogiatored 
ns qT. Tones, Soheneatady, but from ths similarity of 
Lin handwriting to that of Warron, itis bolieved that 
oither he ix tho same man or a confederate who had 
tuken tho rooms for both parties, The loss will be 
about $150, 


THE BELMONT HOTEL. 

Soon after twolye o'clock smoke was discovered ts- 
ning from tho rear.of the second floor, and emanating 
from room No, 28, Tho various employés being up at 
tho time nnd on gunrd, the room was immedintely on- 
tered, and its contonts discovered to bo on fire, In the 
room a strong odor of phosphorous was apparent, The 
fire. not having gained much headway, was spocdily 
oxtingulshed, Upon examination tho bed nnd bedding 
wore found snturated with phosphorous, as Well as most 
ofthe forniture, In tho room was discovered a carpet 
bag containing six bottles of phosphorous. ‘Theroou, it 
appears, had been engaged by o man who registered his 
pane os Lt. Lewis, Kellogg. United States Army, He 
was subscqnontly arrested and conyeyed to the Polloe 
headquartors and confined for the night, On Saturday 
morning he had an examination in the presence of the 
Fire Marshal and tho proper antborities, when it” was 
clearly shown that he was ianocent of any connection 
in tho matter—that ho had only registered his name, 
had the room assignod him, aftor whict bo wont out, 
noyer even going up to tho room or knowing {ts loca- 
tlon, ‘This, with other faots, proved ble innocene 
and ho was honorably dischorged. It e auld that he is 
a lioutenant in ono of the colored rogiments. It scems 
that whooyer the culprit who fired tho premlsos waa, 
be must have gained admittance to the room with false 
koys. 


THE TAMMANY HALL HOTEL. 

At 12:00, m,, tho firomen returning from the Bol- 
mont Hotol were palled in to assist in oxtinguishing a 
fire which had beon disoovered in room No, 108, and the 
door being borst open almost evensthing in tho room 
was found to be ina Maze. The flames wore soon aub- 
dued, and a emall vial labeled ‘spirits of tarpentine,"* 
Which was aftorwurd proved to have contained phos. 
phorous, waa foundon tho floor, The room had been 
taken bya respectable looking young man, giving bla 
name ns C.E. Morse, Roohestor, N. ¥., and who ear- 
ried with him the uaval black leather bag. He hus uot 
been seen elnce the fre, As a sample of the scenes 
which’ might have ‘been expected at other places we 
may mention that a Mrs, Dawson and hor sick child 
were sleeping at the time in the next room to the 
ono on fire, and would certainly have been suffooated 
had not Mr. Francis Mabady, of Engine Company No. 
‘N, broke opon the door nnd rescucd them. Evidently 
old Tammany ia no favorite of the Rebels. 

THE ¥IFIT AVENUE HOTEL. 

At2}a,m,, ono of the portors, making a tour of the 
rooma intrusted to bis caro (after the roocipt of the 
notice sent by tho police to all the hotels of the oxist- 
erioo of tho plot to sot thoni all on fire), on opening the 
door of one of the roma was surprised by sceing a jet 
of flame Heap up from the bed and bed-clothes, which 
bad been saturated with phosphorna and ignited as soon 
a3 tho necessary air was supplied. Tbo flames were 
extinguished boforo much damago was done. The pro- 
prietozs vaonot or will not give asy information as to 
the ocoupant of tho room. 

THE BOWARD HOTEL. 
At da. m, a fire wes discovered in room No. 44 on 


tho fourth floor of the Howard. Hotel by @ gentlaman 
ae yetatuy ovis -whe-was awakened by 


finding hi room filled with smoke. An alarm was 
at once given to the watobman, and on the door being 
burst opon the furniture was fonnd piled on tho bed, 
which was on fire, It was extinguished without oroat- 
ing any alarm, and on searching the room afterward 8 
bottle, evidently having contained phosphorns, was 
found in the room and 4 similiar one in the bed, The 
room was engaged on the 22d by a man giving bis name 
as S. M. Harnor, Philadelphia, and who, strange to say, 
had not been seen about the hotel siuce he had engaged 
the room, The damage isabout £100, 
THF HANFORD HOTEL. 

About 4 or 5 o'clock in the morning a fire was dis- 
corered in one of the wppor rooms of the Hanford Hotel 
at the foot of Grand-st., East River. The employés of 
tho establishment promptly extinguished it. In the rear 
of this building,and {n close proximity,is situated alarge 
steam planing-mill, and till further on, o largo lum- 
ber-yard. It ia believed that the deaperadoes intended 
that by acting fire to the hotel tho flames would extend 
to th mill and Jambor-yard, and thuss general confia- 
gration throughout the east side of the town would be 
effected. 


‘THE ASTOR HOUSE. 

Nowhere were stricter precautions taken against in- 
condiarism than at the Astor House, forimmediutely on 
the notice being given by the police, the doors were 
cloaed, doublo watch kopt, and palls of water placed at 
tho head of each staircase, and toward morning it wos 
rosolyed that overy room in the housé should be searched, 
and on Jobn Spring, the watchman on the fourth floor, 
opening the door of room No. 204, he discovered the room 
was enyeloped in flames. By the prompt exertions of 
the firemen and workmen in the building, the flawes 
Were soon subdnod, and whon the smoke had cleared off| 
the mattresses were found to Mave beon saturated with 
turpentine, cut open and placed on the floor, and the 
other farniture piled on the bed, ‘Tbe fire must have 
been smonlderlug all night, us tho foor was nearly 


burned through, 
‘Threo unepencd bottles of turpentine were found. 


Tho room had been engaged since the 20th by a young 
mon registered os W. S. Haines, Ohio, who, when bo 
came, carried the usual black bag. He received a 
great doul of company, and bia room: is belioved to bare 
Deen the general rendeayons of the conspirators. It is 
also asserted that two years ago he was contined in 
Fort Lafayette, The dumage is abeut 81,000, 
A LUMBER YARD ATTEMPTED. 
Yarly on Saturday morning tho workmen in the em- 
ploy of Messrs, Horton & Lewis, lumber merchants, 
Whose yard is locatod at tho oorner of West and Clurk- 
con-ste,, found that an attempt bad beon made to fire 
the lumber in the yard and the adjacont stables. Phos. 
phorus had been plentifwly used, but fortunately with 
out suocers. 
WHAT OAUSED THE PLOT TO FAIL, 

‘To thia wo reply, first, the merofful interposition of 
Providence, and noxt, tho over caution of the conspira- 
tors, Thoy seem all to haye been most careful that thoir 
moyemouta in the rooms should bo wobsorved, and 
next that no signs of tho fire should bo allowed to be- 
come visible until it had obtained a good hold; and to 
cffeot thls Were most carefal, on leaving the rooms, to 
sce that the blinds wero closed and the doors sbut and 
looked, eo that noone should have any idea of whut was 
going on inside before thoy had got out of the way. In 
this they were completely successful; but it seems to 
have escaped them that for sts rapid and completo 
iguition, phosphorous, like all other combustible arti- 
cles, roquires au abundant supply of oxygen, and this, 
by closing the doors so carefully, they doprived it of, 
Hero was their grand mistake, and it Is no donbt owing 
to this principally that Now-York ia not in dames at 
this momont. 


THE ARRESTS. 
A Womaa was arrested near the 


Lafurge House on 


Triduy evoning, having before been seon to leave tho 
Metropolitan and St, Nicholas, but was discharged tho 
noxt morting by Supt. Kennody. Tho susploions at: 
{aching to bor were sntisfactorily explained by, ber 
statowent, Which bas besn fully corroborated, tat she 
wos in scarch of a clerk in A, T. Stewart's store. of 
whom she had bought some goods during the dos, and 
whom sho knew to bo staying at ono of the hotdls in 
question. 

Jnmea M. Kellogg, whose room was found on firo at 
tho Delmont Hotel, was afrosted on ljé retayn to tho 
hotel at alate hour, On Saturday morning, however, 
ho was taken before Justice Dowling, at the Tombs, 
and there belrig no evidence to warrant lus detention, 
wan discharged. Bealdvs these, four arrests hayo beon 
mado of partics whos mmes, &c,, it would not be pru~ 
dout to pubieh at prosent. 

Ono of them, however, Wo may Any, {a belioved to bo 
amomber of Morgan's old command, and ous of tho 
prisoners, it is sald, who oscaped with others of Mor. 
gan's men from tho penitontiory at Columbus, Ohio, 
Ho was captured on the blocknde-runner Iouen, whilo 
tryIng to moke bis way into the Confederacy to Join his 
comand, and wos sont to Fort Lafayotte, Whilo 
there, he mado oath to being a Britieh subject, and a 
long correspondenco ensued between Scerotary Seward 
and Lord Lyons in relation to hiw; which resuited In 
his release from Fort Lafayette about two weeks since,

Fire seems to havo boon only one of the agencies to 
be used in effeoting the contemplated destruction of 
life aud property, for @ man uemed Campbell, of 87 
Crosby-st,, carried to the headquarters of Gen. Dix ou 
Saturday two boxes containing curieus looking oylin- 
ders, 

Officers who examined the oylindera gaye the opinion 
that thoy were intended for torpedoes. 

Campbell, the carpenter, says they were taken to his 
sbop in June bys stranger, who asked him to make 
boxes for them. = 

Not kuowing what tho oylindors were he made the 
boxes, and in thom he packed the oslindors, which were 
nover called for. 

‘Pho carpenter did not sco the man who brought these, 
cylinders, A person who worked in the shop fool) the 
order for tho boxes, Campbell adda, from desoriptions, 
that ‘the strangor was not o Inboring man nor o New- 
Yorker.” Xn etature ho was tall his hulr was block, and 
be Wore summer clothing. 

‘Tho partiovlar uses for which the torpedoes were in- 
tonded do not appear, but there is reason in the aupposl- 
tion that they were intended for some murderous de- 
sign.

RUMORS IN THE CITY. 

‘The wildest aud most improbable rumors prevailed 
all through the clty on Saturday morning, when the 
transactions of tho previous night became fully known, 
as to the numbers of the conspirators and their designs, 
amoug the least of which were the destruetion of the 
iron-clads and forts in the harbor. It was aleo stated 
that a gang of twenty-three men, who had attempted to 
teko passage up the Sound on ono of tho’ stoamera\ of 
the Stonington ling, with a viow of burning or elnking 
hor (aud thomsclyes with hor, of course), had boen cap- 
tured after a eovore fight by the police; while others, 
notto be outdone, asscased the damage done at the Lo- 
tole in some cases os high as $50,000; but it is needless 
to say that all these ramors were ontirely groundless,

Thanksgiving Day in tho Army—Turkoys 
all Round—Kvonte of the Day. 
From our Speclal Correspondent. 
Is Tite Frey, Nov, 94, 186{—Midnight, 
GLORIA IN EXOELSIS, 

‘Thanks to God for unnumbered blessings, 
and among thom for tho glorious wunshino just departed, 
and for the welcome—thrice weloomeolicor which it 
has brought us," is the joyous Hallelujah which has gone 
vp to-day from thousands of grateful hearts and Nps 
among tho votorun soldiors of the army of tho Jamos, 
and which will meet an enthusiastic response from 
Joyal men and womon throughout the broad Republic, 
Tho weather wos most propitious. The heavy rainy 
Which prevailed duriog Sunday aud Mouday wore suc. 
ecoied on Luesday night by a sharp frost and wind, 
drying the roads which had become well nigh impasga- 
ble. his “cold snap” was in turn followed on Wea. 
nesdoy night by mild cloar weather, and when day 
dawned th's morning 1 was'throngh a cloudloaa eky, 
which gave happy omen of tho Phenksgiving” which 
followed. Monnting my horse at an early hour, I rode 
aiong the lines in tho direction of Fort Hartlson, My 
route Iny for a short distance through the woods, whioh 
divido those headquarters from those of Col, Martindale, 
who occupies (though temporarily absont from hia com: 
iand) part of the ame house which stands noar the 
centor of what is known as the “Coxe Place.” 
Hore a large bakery and brewery (spruce and eran 
boors aro allowed in the army, thongh malt Liquors aro 
not) have been Iatoly erected, and round this building 
and tho adjacent sultler’s store, I found congregated a 
hoppy crowd of our dark-skinned soldiory holug high 
carnival over minco pics, emall beer aud such like de- 
Jeotables, Beyond tho brigade of colored troops, which 


are encamped {o fo sight of (ho Coxe Farm, lees than 


oqoorter.milo further onthe main road, I came open 
the 18th Corps's headquarters, located on tho edge of 
abelt of pino timber a fow hundred yards on tho 
right of the road, At Maj.-Gon. Weltrel's (this bravo 
ofoor has now attained bie fall Major-Generalship) I 
found Generals Kautz, Awés, and Heckman paying 
him a congratulatory visit, and after excbhnging a few 
words with the General and thoso officcts, I paid o 
visit to the Commissariat, Coptoin HU, to get an item, 
in other words to ‘talk turkey," The provisiona mado 
for feasting tho 18th Corps are most ample, as way be 
Judged from the fuct that 500 barrels apples, 50 barrels 
ors ‘ies and 50 barrels walnuts are amoug the 
items on tho bill of fore. This does not em 
braco tho privcipal article of the day's consump: 
tion, which is one pound and a half of turkey 
{ocach man, enough surely to satisfy the appetite and 
patriotism of thio most Inveterato adiirer of the “No 
tional Bird." Gen. Weitzel suggested to Gen. Grant 
tho propricty of allowing each man a quart of 
alo to wash down this ‘Thanksgiving dinner; bat tho 
recommendation was not approved, However desirous 
tho Genoral-In-Chiief may be to provido for tho corporeal 
wants of the army, bois ovidently fudisposed to give 
hia sanotion to an} ailing umong tho men composing it. 

Altbough not strictly pertinent to the ovonts of the 
doy, I cannot lot slip the opportunity here presented of 
mentioning a clroumstance which reflects great credit 
upon Gen. Weitzel. Iegavo orders somo time since 
thot the’ hides, skins, Horns, hoofs, &c., of all the 
animals dying witbin his command, and indeed all 
refase, should be kept ond sold, Some idea may 
be formed of provions waste in this corpa alone, 
og well as tho criminal waste and loss being sns- 
tolned by the Government in other commands of the 
army, when itis stated that tho saying to tho Eight 
senth Corps alone, during tho past. month from this 
move of Gen. Weitzel, has auflloed to puy all the clerk- 
hire necessary in his entire command. Such economy 
{s praisoworthy, and tho example sbould be followed by 
fall officer in the army who havo tho wolfaro of tho 
army and tho country at beart, 

Leaving corps-besdquartérs and pursuing tho main- 
road toward Fort Iarrison (Burnham), the scene pro 
sented by the surrvundiog camps, roads, and paths, {8 
pleasing and not a Utde noyel. But few teams or 
Wagons wore to bo econ, Business, except of tha leas 
ordipary and lighter kinds, was suspended, and nothing, 
sayo what was absolately nécossary or which would con 
tribute to tho cnjomebt df the day, seemed in progress. 
Round the scveral regimental and brigade commis 
sariat dopots are cager crowds dressed in tho motly 
garb which suliera wear whon off duty. ‘The sutlera! 
stores aro in a state of siege, and all kinds of goods and 
Wares, ftom a quartern loaf and balf-pound of * Weatern 
Reserve," toa pocket knife or comb, anda shect of 
fotter paper nud envelope, find ready purcbasors. Here 
rides a brigadier with his wounded orderly following; 
there a host of bigh privates, with their corporal chum 
in front of a booth, aro scamming tho last dispatch about 
Sherman—tho corporal spokesman, and the rest stand- 
ing around attentively listening. Just abreast of my 
horse on the road-side s stont donblo-fisted fellow in the 
omnipresent and bloo cont, is trudging along witha 
heavy log laid aorosa bis brond shoulders, See the 
sparkle of bis bright, Lonost eye ox ho turoe his bead 
round under tho heavy load and surveys tho well-nigh 
finished house which looms inyitingly forth on the side 
of tho road, This {s, probably, his last log, and bo 
Will soon be “{u Wiuter quarters” and ready for tho 
anticipated feast. It is surprising bow fast these log 
houses are built, especially if begun 4 little in adyance 
of Thanksgiving. Here goes a man with the back-log 
for to-night's fire, andthore a negro boy whistles glec- 
folly slong under asack of walnuts which, in tho ox: 
uberacce of his Ethiopian fancy fora good crack, ho 
handles very much aad Green Mountain boy woulda 
torpodo on tho 4th of July. Such is Thankagiving—the 
poor man’s heritage aud tho rich man's bleasing—the 
civilian’s holiday and tho soldier’a Sabbath. Long moy 
it wave. 


FORT BUENHAM.

Richmond and the Soutli,Wost, A statoment was made 
in o Georgia paper lately that the Rebel Congress had 
posed an aot to pay to Jeff. Davis his salary in gold. 
‘This Was indignantly denied by the Richmond journals 
of afew days ago. Thavo in my possession, howover, 
Positive Information that the statewent made by the 
Georgia papera le true—that the Rebel Congress did ia 
its seorct session pasa such an aot, Moreover, Tam in- 
formed that thore bas been lately discovered a wide 
spread conspiracy in the South, working through 
secret society buying for ita aim the overthrowing tho 
Richmond dynasty, There havo been a good many 
arrests made {n North Carolina, upper South Carolina, 
and Georgia, and somo in Virginia, ‘This discovery has 
created considerable consternation, and almost tho first 
business of the Confederate Goyerument, altor assem:

and take the most stringent and deoided measures to 
counteract and guard against their lurking dang 
The state of the Rovel finances is alzo exorcieing 
them no Utilo, as in spite of Sccretary Tronbolm's re- 
port of funds on band, tho army has not been pald for 
from alx to fifteen months, and tho extent to which their 
eurrehoy has dopreelated Is such. thay. thoy havo now 
under consideration in the Rebel Congress a bill to sup: 
ply uniforms to their officers, gratultously, as thoir pay, 
{f they ever ould obtain their pay, is inndequato to ¢na- 
blo them to purchase this indispensablo adjunct to their 
rank. Should this bill pass, and thorny is little doubt bat 
thot it will, it fs undoratood that each Stote. will be 
calle on fo provide theso uniforms fur ity own officers, 
and tho exponso so {nourred will be allowed on the 
quota of taxes claimed as duo by the Confederate Gov- 
crnmont from sald States, Iunderstand thot the idea 
bas beon proposed, and very avriously dieeussed, of allow:

IN THE FIELD, Krxostoy, GA., Nov. 9, 1864, 
SpecraL Fiery Orver No. 120.—I. Por tho 
purpose of military operations this army is divided into 
viz: ‘Tho right wing, Mojor-General 0. 0. 
smmanding, the Fifteenth and Seventeenth 
Corps; the loft wing, Major-General EH. W. Slocum 
commanding, the Fourteenth and Twentieth Corpa. 
IL Tho habitual orderof march will be, whenever 


practicable, by four roads, as nearly parallel a8 possible, 
and converging at points hereafter to bo indleated in 
orders, The covalrs, Brigadier-Goneral Kilpatrick 


commanding, will receive special ordore from the Com- 
mender-in-Chief. 

IIL, There will be no general trains of supplies, but 
each corps will have its ammunition and provision 
troin, distributed habitually as follows: Behind each 
regiment ehould follow ono wagon and ono ambulance;

A WONDERFUL ESUAPE, 


The Sulcrings of Lieuts. Drake and Lewis. 


The many friends of this gallaut officer (Lieut, 
J. Madison Darko) will be gratitied to learn that h 
arrive nt bis howe In. this city ou Saturday morning 
last, having made s most wonderful escape from his 
cnotnica in South Carolina. Wo bnppoued to be at the 
Aopot on the arrival of the Lieutenant, but so cbaoged 
and Wan wad bis appearanco that we had. considerable 
difflouity iu recoguiziag him. 

Itwill bo recollected that Lieut. Drake wos taken 
prisoner, with Gen. Heckman, early last Samer, when 
tho Kobéls took advantage of a densa fog to ertack Gen. 
Butlor’s lines, noar Rormude Wundrod. “He was sent to 
Macon, and from thore to Charleston. 

On the evening of October 6, whllo fn transiru from 
Charicston to Columbia, S.C., Liout.J. Madison Drake, 
with three brother oficers, jumped from the traln and 
Blood-hounds wero immediately 
but by wading through heavy Jaurel aud ospresa 
swamps for several days, the oficers eluded further par- 
ault. Daring this timo thoy suffered greatly from wont 
of provisloos—crapes, persimmons und berries being 
thetr ohief staplo of food. Subsequontly they lived six 
dase on hard; dry corn, which Lieut, Droko assures us 
Was quite palutable. 

‘Afier renoling a point 200 miles from the coast, the 
nogrocs ministerod unto thelr wants—supplying. ap 
abuzdence of corn meal and corgham molasses. Meat 
coald not bo obtaincd at nny price. Rescbing tho 
monntains of western North Carolinn, the officers fell 
in with hundreds of Rebel deserters, Unionists, &o 
‘Dheso poor people did everything in their power fr tho 
officers, not only gupplying them with artloles of food, 
but gniding and conducting them from ono wountain to 
anothor. nt the wminont risk of their lives.
